Great Opportunity To Increase Fruit And 
Vegetable Production In Coffee County

There is a great opportunity in 
Coffee County for an increase in 
fruit and vegetable production. In 
looking at peaches, Chilton County 


is the major peach production area of 


this state. We have both the soil, cli- 
mate and manpower for peach pro- 
duction here. One main advantage 
we have here is that our season usu- 
ally runs about two weeks ahead of 
Chilton County and that gives us 
quite an advantage in the market. 

There is an opportunity for pick- 
your-own (PYO) fruit and vegeta- 
bles in Coffee County. Peaches 
blackberries, blueberries, strawber- 
ries, and muscadines do well here. 
There are a few small berry farms 
here, but no where close to what the 
need is, It takes some skill to grow 
these crops and management skills 
to market them. One advantage with 
marketing PYO is that there are 
many people here who have lived in 
other areas of the country where 
there are pick-your-own fruit farms, 
and these people are accustomed to 
PYO and expect to find these farms 
here. Many people really enjoy 
PYO, First of all, the fruit quality is

STARFIRE 

Starfire has been giving excellent 
control of weeds in peanuts when it 
has been applied at the proper time 
and proper rate. I heard somebody 
say they are not getting good control 
so they are upping the rate. Upping 
these rates are to your disadvantage. 
First of all, the Starfire needs to be 
applied before the peanut starts 
blooming. Many of our peanuts have 
started blooming early this year be- 
cause of the extra moisture and 
warmth, On these late planted pea- 
nuts, you will want to apply the Star- 
fire when peanuts are young (ap- 
proximately 14 days old). You do 
not want to apply the Starfire too 
late in the afternoon either as Starfire 
does need sunshine to be activated. 
Spraying too late in the afternoon 
will give poor results.

C.C.Soil & Water

Accepting Applications 


The Coffee County Soil and Wa- 
ter Conservation District will be ac- 
cepting applications from individu- 
als owning a_ poultry _ broiler 
operation for cost share on a poultry 
composter/dry stack facility. 

Persons living in the Double 
Bridges Watershed of Coffee County 
are eligible to sign up for a dead bird 
composter. The composter is a new 
method farmers are using to dispose 
of dead chickens, It involves a pro- 
cess of layering chicken litter, pea- 
nut hull and dead chickens in a bin, 
Over a total of 28 days the dead 
chickens are tumed into a rich ferti- 
lizer that-ean be applied to the land, 

Any poultry producer in Coffee 
County that has a need can apply for 
a poultry dry stack facility, This dry 
stack facility is a pole barn that is de- 
signed to store chicken litter in until 
it is needed either to feed or apply as 
fertilizer. 

Project grant as authorized under 
Section 319 of the Clean Water Act, 
The project's intended purpose is to 
demonstrate measured improvement 
of water quality through effective 
management of animal bi-products. 
An official application form may be 
completed at the Coffee County Soil 
and Water Conservation District Of- 
fice, Coffee County Agricultural 
Center, New Brockton, Alabama.

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LDDS offers commission 30 to 35 &y~ 
percent savings on LD phone calls |

Representatives from LDDS 
(Long Distant Discount Service) of 
Montgomery offered a proposed sav- 
ings to the Coffee County Commis- 
sion of 30 to 35 percent on long dis- 
tant phone calls. 

Robin Earl Morgan and Alan 
Henderson with LDDS told the com- 
missioners in Monday morning's 
meeting that after reviewing the 
county's phone bill, they felt that a 
savings of $15,000 to $20,000 annu- 
ally could be realized by the county. 

Henderson noted: that the imple- 
mentation of the LDDS_ system 
would not in any way affect the 
present local service or.change any 
of the county's telephone equipment. 
GTE South will still provide equip- 
ment and local telephone service to 
the county facilities. 

One example of savings given to 
the commissioners was that present- 
ly it cost .36¢ per minute to call Do- 
than but with LDDS's system it will 
cost only .18¢ per minute, 

Other features offered by LDDS 
included an individual security code 
for persons using the phone systern 
and a computer printout by depart- 
ment of all long distant phone calls. 

Each individual using the system 
is given an access code number (two 
or three digits) thus preventing unau- 
thorized use of the phones to make 
long distant calls. The computer 
printout provides the commission 
with an accounting tool to monitor 
usage of the phone system. 

The commissioners asked for a 
list of present users of the LDDS 
system so that they could contact 
them about the service. Morgan and 
Henderson agreed to provide them 
with a list of local area subscribers. 

A decision on the system will be 
made after the commission has re- 
viewed the service and spoken with 
other users. 

The commissioners heard a re- 
quest from Andy Plant, a member of 
the Elba Rescue Squad, for a lot or 
parcel of land in or near Elba. The 
squad would like to construct a 
building for equipment storage. 


Pant informed the commission 
that plans have already been ap- 
proved for the construction of a new 
building to house the squad but it 
will not be large enough, according 
to him, to house all of the squad's 
equipment. 

Elba's old city hall building was 
being used prior to the March '90 
flood as a home for the Elba Rescue 


Squad. Due to structural damaged , 


sustained from flood waters, the 
building had to be demolished. 

The new 3,000 square foot build- 
ing is to be erected on the old city 
hall site as is the new senior citizens’ 
facility. Funds for the two structures 
are being provided by FEMA (Fed- 
eral Emergency Management Agen- 
cy). 
All of the commissioners voiced 
their support of the Elba Rescue 
Squad as well as all the other squads 
in the county. 

The commissioners asked Plant to 
allow them time to look at all their 
options and that he examine other 
options with the City of Elba. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton asked that Plant. check back 
with the commission after reviewing 
all the options. 

County Engineer Mark Pool told 
commissioners that the repairs to 
flood damaged roads should be com- 
pleted by late September or éarly 
August. 

Pool also stressed the fact that the 
“complaint crew" (the highway de- 
partment crew responsible for fixing 
“pot holes" and "rough shoulders" on 
the county's paved roads) needs bet- 
ter addresses or locations than they 
have been geiting of spots needing 
repair work, Also, the crew needs to 
know all the repair sites prior to 
moving into the area. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley presented a request from 
Sheriff Brice Paul for an additional 
$5,000 in the sheriff department's 


budget. ie 
According to Mobley, the sheriff 
stated that the additional monies 


would be used for automobile repair 
and gasoline for department vehicles 
if it was required, 

Eagerton said, “Brice has worked 


real hard this year to stay within his 
budget. He took his cut like every- 
body else at the beginning, He didn't 
get new cars or anything,” 

“He has cut more percentage wise 
than any other department,” stated 
Mobley. 

One possible source for the mon-, 
ey, according to Eagerton,”is the 
Road and Bridge Fund. 

The commission approved the 
$5,000 budget adjustment but no fi- 
nal decision was made on where the 
funds would come from."

Leroy Harrison Bullard to 
celebrate 100th birthday 


Leroy Harrison (Roy) Bullard, 
son of Mr, and Mrs, Frank Bullard, 
was born on July 31, 1891, in Ar- 
gyle, Florida, which is located in 
Walton County. He had two broth- 
ers, Willie and Alton, both of whom 
are now deceased. 

When Mr. Bullard was six years 
old, his family moved to Elba, Ala- 
bama, They traveled on a drey cart 
drawn by oxen. The family left early 
one morning, camped over night, 
and then arrived in Elba the next day 
late in the evening. 

Mr. Bullard served in World War 
I from August 1916 until December 
1918, On September 6, 1923, Mr. 
Bullard married Estelle Grimes, the 
daughter of Joshua English Grimes 
and Charity Foley Grimes, at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Grimes in the 
Curtis Community, The couple was 
living in Elba during she Flood of 
1929, At this time, the Bullards’ son 
Harry had the German measles, 
Their home was destroyed by the 
flood, and the family moved to Opp, 
Alabama, where Mr, Bullard operat- 
ed the Chevrolet Dealership for two 
years, 

Mr. Bullard became a member 
and a deacon of the New Ebenezer 
Baptist Church in the Curtis Com- 
munity in 1930, In 1932 the Bullaids 
moved to Curtis to the homeplace of 
his wife. The couple still resides 
there today. 

Over the years, Mr. Bullard has 
had several different jobs, He drove 
cows from Elba to Opp. The driyers 
rode horses to drive the cows, and 
the drivers furnished their own hors- 
es, Mr, Bullard recalls that the cows 
would stop along the road to drink 
water when it was found, Mr, Bul- 
lard received $1.25 per day as his 
salary. However, .25 was used to 
buy food for the horses, and Mr, 
Bullard paid another .25 for food for 
himself, Mr. Bullard also worked for 

Dorsey Trailers for twelve years as 
shop and sales manager. At this time 
Dorsey Trailers was located in ihe 
downtown section of Elba, After 
working at Dorsey Trailers, Mr, Bul- 
lard worked as a substitute mail car- 
rier, He earned a salary of $2.00 per 


day. He had to furnish his own horse 
and buggy. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bullard have one 
son, Harry Bullard, three grandchil- 
dren, Harriett Boyd, Mike Bullard, 
and Shayne Bullard, They also have 


three great-grandchildren, Bo Boyd, 
Vaughn Boyd, and Jonathan Bul- 
lard. 

Mr. Bullard still enjoys gardening 
and driving his car, and he reads

to the 1990 flood. 

The piece of land being sold is 
part of the Industrial Park that is on 
the South side of Hickman's storage 
facility. The property is 230 feet 
long X 32 feet wide. 

An appraisal on the property indi- 
cated a value of $1912. However 
Mayor Fred Moore recommended ‘it 
be sold for the expansion at $1500. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
suggested the minutes include the 
following “finding”: The Elba City 
Council feels this is an adequate 
price for the fraction of an acre of 
land and is taking into consideration 
the selling of this property will facili- 
tate the expansion of Elba’s largest 
employer. 

The council agreed to the finding. 
However council member John W. 
Sharpless acknowledged he would 
be willing to give the property at no 
charge for industrial expansion if it 
were not illegal. 

The council approved the recent 
action by the zoning board to zone 
the property annexgd into the cily 
limits in 1987, The zonings range 
from agricultural to single family 
residential. Mayor Fred Moore re- 
ported to the council that all seven 
areas zoned appeared to be repre- 
sented at the zoning meeting last 
week, He added that the residents 
were apparently satisfied with the 
zonings decisions. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported the activities of the police de- 
partment during the past two weeks 
included 141 complaints, including 6 
traffic accidents. 

Hanchey noted one of the traffic 
accidents was again at the intersec- 
tion of Troy Highway and 203 By- 
pass with several injuries. He ex- 
plained to the council that the state 
highway department had absolute 
control of this intersection and the

*European maps as early as 1507 show Alabama in some detail, This 
map shows more information about Alabama and adjoining coasts 
than any other part of the North American mainland. This was the 
first map to carry the name America, in honor of Amerigo Vespucci. 
*In 1813, the Stars and Strips flew over the entire Alabama region for 
the first time. 
*The white man's victory at the famous battle of Horseshoe Bend, 
during the Creck Indian War, helped promote General Andrew Jack- 
son, later our nation's president. Following this battle, the Treaty of 
Fort Jackson, formerly Fort Toulouse, near Wetumpka, was signed. In 
this treaty, Creck Indians led by William Weatherford (Red Eagle) 
ceded over much of their tribal lands. 
* Alabama's first newspaper, the Sentinel, was published at Fort Stod- 
dert, 50 miles above Mobile, on May 23, 1811. 
*Since Alabama's first capital, St. Stephens, had no statchouse, terri- 
torial legislators met in the Douglass Hotcl, There were 12 members 
of the house of representatives and by death of the other senator, Ala- 
baina’s first state Senate consisted of one man! 


*Governor William Wyatt Bibb, the first territorial governor, in his 
first message to the territorial legislature, expressed much concem for 
two key issues of state welfare: transportation and education, 

*The first state constitution for the state of Alabama contained liberal 
issues for its time. These included no discrimination on grounds of re- 
ligion, no discrimination between rich and poor and held liberal suf- 


frage provisions, Alabama entered the union on December 14, 1819. 
*The first bank chartered by the Alabama terriloria) government was 
the Tombecbe' Bank at St. Stephens. 
*The first law concerned the legal interest for borrowed money. ' 
*Alabama's first U.S. representative was John Crowell, a federal Indi- 
an agent. 
*Alabama's first U.S. senators were John W. Walker of Huntsville 
and William R. King, formerly a U.S. congressman from North Caro- 
lina and later U.S. Vice President, the highest office ever held by an 
Alabamian. 
*When Alabama entered the Union in 1819, the capitol was at Hunts- 
ville, later moved to Cahaba, but due to flooding, the site was moved 
to Tuscaloosa, The capitol was later moved to Montgomery, its 
present location, ' 

| *The first book published in Alabama was The Alabama Justice of 
the Peace by Henry Hitchcock in 1822. 
*The first Christian denomination in Alabama was Catholicism, 
*The first school was established in 1799 by John Pierce at Boat Yard 
on Lake Tensaw. 
*The first academy was Washington Academy at St. Stephens in 
1811. 
*An interesting bit of Alabama history is the tale of refuge Aaron 
Burr took here. As history classes teach, Burr killed Alexander Ham- 
ilton, our country's first Secretary of the Treasury, in a duel. Burr re- 
treated to the frontier (which Alabama then was), was caught and ar- 
rested in south Alabama, near St. Stephens, and charged with treason. 
*Lafayette, a friend of George Washington and French hero of the 
American Revolution, toured Alabama, visiting Montgomery, Hunts- 
ville, Mobile, and other places.

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THE BIBLE AND THE AMERICAN HOME 


More than nineteen hun- 
dred years ago St. Paul 
wrote to a young man named 
Timothy: 

“And that.from a child thou 
hast known the Holy Scrip- 
tures, which are able to make 
thee wise unto salvation, 
through faith which is in 
Christ Jesus” (II Tim.

In his 
very last letter, the great 
apostle recalls Timothy’s 
“unfeigned faith...which 
dwelt first in thy grand- 
mother Lois, and thy mother 
Eunice” (II Tim. 1:5). 

If only we had more such 
grandmothers today, with 
husbands to help them!.If only 
our children were not set adrift 
on a tossing sea of human 
speculation, but were taught 
the eternal truths of that 
blessed Old Book, the Bible! 

Certainly the rebellion of 
so much of our youth against 
law and authority and moral- 
ity is directly related to the 
disappearance of the Bible 
from the American life.

AIDS is a viral disease characterized by a specific defect in natural im- 


munity against many invading organisms, People suffering from AIDS be- 
come susceptible to a variety of rare illnesses. These illnesses are not nor- 
mally found, or are relatively mild if they occur in people whose immune 


systems are normal. The two diseases most commonly found in AIDS pa- 
tients are Pneumonia, a lung infection caused by a parasite, and Kaposi's 
ea, a rare form of cancer of cells of the blood vessel walls. 

Many people with AIDS do recall having some symptoms before being 
diagnosed, Some of these early symptoms are similar to those of many oth- 
er illnesses such as cold or flu. These Symptoms may include fever, night 
sweats, swollen glands (enlarged lymph nodes)- and loss of appetite. Any- 
one with prolonged, persistent symptoms should consult a physician, The 


incubation period for AIDS appears to range from several months to ten 
years or even longer. 


Who Get AIDS? 

Although the first cases of AIDS in this country were identified in homo- 
sexual men, anyone who engages in the following behaviors may be at risk 
for infection with HIV; 

*having unprotected sex, especially with multiple partners, 

*sharing IV drug needles or “works” within the past ten years. 

Sex partners of people with those behaviors are also at risk, as are: 


How Is AIDS Treated? 


Although there is no cure for AIDS at this lime, certain drugs recently ap- 


roved by the FDA have extended the lives of some people with AIDS, Az- 
idothymide (AZT) has been shown to inhibit the replication of the virus, but 
sometimes Causes severe side effects, Aerosolized pentamidine is used as 
both a preventive and a treatment for pneumocystis carinii pneumonia, a 
common “opportunistic infection of peopie with AIDS. Many therapeutic 
ppd ae tested in research laboratories and in experimental trials,

The United States Public Health Service has recommended that the follow- 
ing steps be taken to prevent spread of this disease: 
*Avoid having unprotected sex unless you can be certain that you and 
your partner are not infected. 
*Sexual promiscuity is a risk factor. Avoid having multiple sexual part- 
ners and avoid sexual contact with others who do. 
*Individuals at high risk should refrain from donating blood, plasma, or- 
gans, or sperm. 


*Individuals who use intravenous drugs should refrain from sharing or | 


reusing needles. 

In addition, the Food and Drug Administration has advised blood and 
plasma collection centers to provide information on AIDS to potential do- 
nors, asking those at high risk to refrain from donating. 

lic Heal rVvi ing A AIDS? 
The USPHS has declared AIDS a top priority. The Center for Disease Con- 
trol has mobilized persunnel and laboratories to establish a surveillance sys- 
tem to conduct epidemiologic investigations in an attempt to identify risk 
factors for AIDS. 
At the National Institute of Health in Bethesda, Maryland, multidisciplinary 
studies on AIDS are being conducted. These studies are aimed at evaluating 
the natural history of the disease, characterizing the immune deficiency of 
the patients, and establishing the disease in animal models, 
Research grants have been awarded by NIH to investigators at medical and 
research institutions around the country. 
What Is The Hope For The Future? 
Scientific research often does not provide quick solutions to diseases as 
complex as AIDS. But given the scope and sophistication of current investi- 
gative efforts, there is every reason to hope - and expect - that they will lead 
lo progress against this devastating illness. 
Meanwhile, the preventive measures mentioned earlier can help reduce the 
risk of contracting or transmitting AIDS.

Factor VIII is extracted and concentrated from pooled blood plasma do- 
nated by thousands of people, and it appears that in some rare instances the 
plasma has carried AIDS. 

Recently, the Food and Drug Administration (FDA) approved a new heat 
treatment similar to pasteurization for treating blood products such as Fac- 
tor VITI. This procedure has reduced the likelihood that blood products will 
be contaminated with infectious agents like hepatitis B and AIDS, 

Is There A_Test for Evidence of AIDS in Blood? 

Yes! Since March 1985, blood and plasma collection centers in the Unit- 
ed States have used a two-phase screening procedure to decrease transmis: 
sion of human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) through transfusion of blood 
or blood products, First, potential donors are informed that if they have a 
risk factor, they should not donate; second, the blood or plasma of persons 
accepted as donors is screened for antibody to HIV, Test kits to detect anti- 
body to HIV were licensed in March 1985. These test kits are both highly 
sensitive and specific. The low frequency of enzyme immunoassay (EIA) 
positive tests among blood donors shows that the deferral criteria have been 
effective, Testing is available at all sixty-seven county health departments 
in Alabama. 

What Does A Positive HIV Antibody Test Indicate? 

The test indicates that a response to HIV has occurred. For individuals at 
high risk, a positive EIA test confirmed by a second test, such as the West- 
ern blot, indicates a strong probability that the HIV is present and the infec- 
tion may be transmitted to others, For those classified as low risk, a positive 
test by the same methods may be less meaningful and could indicate a false 
test reaction, 

Testing for antibody to HIV should not be considered a minor event. 
Recommendations from all major scientific authorities specify that individ- 
uals at high risk for HIV infection should consider having this test per- 
formed, 

What Are the Dangers of Contracting AIDS From Donating Blood? 

Reputable blood banks and other blood collection centers use sterile, dis- 
posable needles and equipment. A needle used for one blood donor is not 
used for another. The need for blood is always acute, and people who are 
not at high risk for HIV infection are urged to continue to donate blood as 
they have in the past.

Thousands of dollars are spent 
each year by Alabama homeowners 
for fire ant coritrol. Although fire ant 
mounds sometimes interfere with 
mowing and other lawn mainte- 
nance, the ant's painful stings are the 
main reason control is desirable. 

Wet, warm weather favors 
mound-building., The hot, dry mid- 
summer conditions usually slow 
down the establishment of new 
mounds but existing mounds may in- 
crease in size, 

Contact insecticides used as 
mound treatments can still be effec- 
tive for fire ant control on lawns of 
ies than an acre. You should follow a 
few rules in order to obtain the best 
results. 

Worker ants are Jess active forag- 
ing for food when dry, hot weather 
conditions exist. Fire ants may be 
more active on or near the soil sur- 
face when the lawn is irrigated, Con- 
tact or bait weatments should be ap- 
plied to mounds if moisture persists. 


Also, applications should NOT be 
made in early morning, late afler- 
noon, or early evening. 

Do not overdo insecticides. It is 
expensive, unnecessary and illegal to 
apply excessive doses, In addition, 
fire ants are ofien repelled by exces- 
sive doses and will only move the 
colony (mound) several feet away. 

Currently, there are no effective 
biological control agents for control 
or suppression of fire ants across the 
region. 

Until the time such strategies are 
available, consumers must continue 
depending on insecticides as the 
backbone of control efforts, It is im- 
portant to remember that although 
insecticides available to homeown- 
ers are limited in number and vary in 
effectiveness, proper application ac- 
cording to label directions is essen- 
tial for control and safety,

There is still a good bit of crab- 
grass, buffalograss, and goosegrass 
in many peanut ficlds. Most often 
this is just on the top of terraces or in 
certain. sections of your peanut 
fields, 

Poast Plus at 1 1/2 pints plus a 
crop oil concentrate at 2 pints is the 
recommended control for these an- 
nual grasses. Normally, Poast Plus is 
recommended to ‘be sprayed on 
much smaller grasses, but this year I 
am secing good control on these 
grasses al much: larger stages of 
growth, A crop oil concentrate must 
be added to the spray mix for good 
grass contol. 

Do not mix Poast with any other 
pesticide additive or fertilizer as this 
diminishes the activation of the 
Poast. Poast does not control broad- 
leaf weeds or nutgrass, Poast needs 


an ample amount of spray water.’ 


You should use,a spray volume of 
20 gallons per acre.

Contol Of The Mosquito & Preventing 
Sleeping Sickness In Horses

The College of Veterinary Medi- 
cine at Auburn University has re- 
cently reported a case of Eastern 
Equine Encephalomyelitis or what is 
commonly known as sleeping sick- 
ness this summer. Sleeping sickness 
is a virus that affects horses and can 
in some cases affect man. However, 
I think it is important to point out 
that humans cannot catch the disease 
from an infected horse. I have writ- 
ten articles on this particular topic at 
least two other times in the last few 
years. The main reason is, J don't 
think enough can be said about pre- 
venting this disease if you want your 
horse to stay around for awhile. 

Sleeping sickness attacks the cen- 
tral nervous, system and causes it to 
slowly break down, and there is a 
high death rate once a horse is in- 
fected with the disease. Symptoms 
are high fever, a very sensitive dis- 
position to sound and touch, periods 
of excitement, blindness and wan- 
dering, a lack of coordination, and 
paralysis. This disease is passed usu- 
ally by the mosquito, but other 
blood-sucking insects such as ticks 
may transmit the disease, 

There are two modes of action 
you can use to help insure that your 
horses are safe from this disease. 
The most important prevention is a 
very inexpensive vaccine for sleep- 


ing sickness in horses. All horses on 
your premises should be vaccinated 
for the disease. It is also a good idea 
if you vaccinate your horse early in 
the year, say before march, they they 
be vaccinated with a booster shot in 
the summer, 

Another prevention is mosquito 
control. One way that you can con- 
trol mosquitoes is to do your best to 
eliminate stagnant water where mos- 
quitoes breed. In a year such as this, 
that can be next to impossible. There 
are other products you can spray 
around the barn to help control mos- 
quitoes and ticks. These same prod- 
ucts will also help control flies, 
wasps, and spiders. Four products 
that you can use to spray the walls, 
ceilings, and around the outside of 
the barn are Permectrrin, Ectiban, 
Ectrin, and Cythion. These work 
best when sprayed in areas where 
mosquitos and gnats and other in- 
sects rest during the day, particularly 
the hot part of the day. Another 
product you can use on the outside 
of the barn but not recommended for 
the inside is Ravap. I would spray 
the ground and the low growing veg- 
etation where animals might rest. 


By following these control meas- 
ure, you can insure a healthy horse 
that will be around for many, many 
years. If you have any further ques-

DID YOU KNOW THAT? 

Here are some food facts that you 
should know, 

Fresh mushrooms should always 
be refrigerated in paper, not plastic, 
bags. That's because plastic hampers 
the flow of air, which mushrooms 
need to keep from decaying rapidly, 
One cup of mushrooms contains 21 
calories, 

Refrigerators and freezers that are 
kept just 10 degrees colder than nec- 
essary use up to 25 percent more en- 
ergy than their slightly warmer coun- 
terparts, Food can be stored safely in 
a refrigerator maintained at 40 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and in a freezer at 
zero degrees Fahrenheit. 

Americans cat 1.5 billion pound 
of potato chips a year or an average 
of six pounds per person. That 
comes to 14,2088 calories and 970 
grams of fat (equal to 69 tablespoons 
of oil) per person, 

Many Americans buy only orange 
oranges rather than those that con- 
lain some green, Green oranges can 
be just as ripe as Orange ones, if not

more so, The difference in color is 
due to the nighttime temperature be- 
fore harvesting. The same is true of 
grapefruit, A yellow-skinned grape- 
fruit is not any more mature than a 
green one, Instead of using color to 
make sure a Citrus is ripe, check for 
skin that is smooth and free of soft 
spots and make sure the fruit feels 
firm and heavy.

SMART SHOPPING IN STORES 

Thanks to a new law, shoppers 
will soon be able to decipher what's 
in the products on their supermarket 
shelves, For non-packaged goods 
such as produce and seafood, stores 
must post the same information re- 
quired on labels. 

The law also addresses the con- 
troversial area of health claims. In- 
stead of boasting that their product is 
able to prevent heart disease, compa- 
nies might have to say that any food 
low in saturated fat, when part of a 
reasonable diet, can help reduce the 
chances of getting the disease.
